.Raw sewage needs a lot of 
water to transport it ‘to the. 
treatment plant and on arrival 
it-is pumped into a grit channel 
where all foreign objects are ex- 
tracted—for example’ bullock 
sheads, bicycles, even iron beds, 
‘in fact any thing which can go 
down a man-hole or’ drain pipe. 


Chlorine is then added and 
the sewage travels into a sedi- 
ment tank.where the solids are 
“parted ‘from the liquids. - 


After passing through the 
trickling filter most foreign mat- 
ster and the solid content has 
-been extracted and the liquid 
travels’on to a secondary sedi- 
ment tank. F 

At this stage the liquid is 
practically pure and leaves fhe 
plant to be discharged into the

They are places 
‘here you will find friendship, 
companionship, a happy atmos- 
phere and most important of all, 
people just like you with the 
same problems and restrictions

friendly handshake as you have. 


- And if you think that you have 
finished playing games or -are 
too old for recreational activi- 
ties, you just slip along one 
afternoon and watch. through the 
window, if you are to shy to go 
in. But I guarantee that.if you

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GARDEN PESTS _ -AND. THEIR REMEDIES| = 


Plants are a source of food for many types of 
insects, and there are few plants which are not at- 


tacked by them. 


A great many pesticides are 
available and each one may be 
sold under a variety of trade 
names. 


Before using pesticides ‘read 
the label carefully. - 


Do “not use more pesticide 
than is‘ recommended or the 
plants may be - damaged. 


Avoid spraying When, the tem. 
perature is above 85° degrees. 


Avoid spraying open flowers, 
to safeguard bees and other 
pollinating insects. - 


Do not spray in windy condi- 
tions when the spray may 
spread to open flowers, or to 
fruit and vegetables ready for 
picking. 


Most pesticides are poisonous 
to human beings, and it is un- 
"wise, therefore, to smoke, or. 
eat, while applying them. 


After spraying, store all pesti- 
cides out of reach of children, 
the hands thoroughly. 

wash out utensils used and wash 


Here is what to do for most- 
general diseases and pests— 


Mildew: This fungus disease’ 
is most common in vines, toma- 
toes, grapevines, roses and car- 
nations. The main control is 
bordeaux and lime sulphur. Also 
later new pesticides in TMDT 
or zineb are most effective. 


- Mildew “is easily recognised 
by the white powdery patches 
on the leaves. _- 


. Aphids: These soft-bodied in- 
sects may attack any plant and 
particularly roses, and some 
shrubs such as hibiscus. These 
can be destroyed readily by the 
use of DDT. 


Woolly Aphids: These are de- 
tected by a white downy appear- 
ance_on the twigs and branches 


of fruit trees, particularly 


apples and pears. 
. 


This can be controlled with a 
mixture of nicotine sulphate and 
white oil. 


Thrip: This insect is:only just 
visible to the naked . eye, 
although on one flowering plant 
there may be thousands of them. 
These insects can also be con- 
trolled with DDT.
